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Continuation of 3. NOTE: In response to Applicant's arguments in page 10 that the cited sections "do not teach or suggest a mobile 
node sending a notification to the first foreign agent" as noted in final action response Dommety teaches a (first foreign agent receives a 
binding update message from a new foreign agent. Mobile node informs (notifies) the new foreign agent about the location of the old 
foreign agent. Furthermore, "The Receiving Mobile Node then connects to a different second router in block 260. For example, the 
Receiving Mobile Node moves from its HA to an FA, from FA1 to FA2, or from an FA back to its HA. The Receiving Mobile Node then 
registers its new address with its HA in block 262."(Col. 7, 9-49 and col. 11, lines 26-44). In response to Applicant's arguments in page 
11 second paragraph that "Dommety does not disclose the first foreign agent sends stored packets to the second foreign agent" 
Examiner notes that the updated information is stored in a first foreign agent where buffering is performed and retransmission of the data 
packet to a second foreign agent is done (col. 5, lines 57 to col. 6, line 24; col. 7, 28-56. See also Col. 7, lines 8-27 "During this 
communication, the Receiving Mobile Node disconnects from a first router and reconnects to a different router. For example, the 
Receiving Mobile Node moves from the HA's router to a FA router. By way of another example, the Receiving Mobile Node moves from a 
First FA to a second FA." Examiner also notes that (buffering and triggering are performed by any foreign agent or the mobile node itself 
(col. 5, lines 29 to col. 6, line 25). Examiner also notes Dommety teaches mobile node 6 roaming to a remote network 14, home agents 8 
and 10 updating their internal mobility binding, and eventually forwarding packets destined to mobile node 6 to its care of address (FA) 
via the Home Agent (col. 2, col. 1-48). .
